2009 RCNA CONVENTION by Norm Belsten C45 

Well the RCNA Convention 1s over for another year and many woods were issued during the 
convention. I served as club delegate and a brief report follows. 

The breakfast meeting was called to order at 8:15. After the meal we talked about updating the 
different club’s information on the web, C.A.W.M.C.’s is about 10 years old. Next we discussed some 
of the things to improve our club meetings. Brent Mackie the guest speaker then talked about how to 
lay out your club bulletin and what to include in it to make it more interesting, this was followed by a 
interesting round table discussion. Awards were given for the best article in a news letter, and for best 
club newsletter, after which the meeting was adjourned. 


I attended several meetings and the attendance was down form other years, probably due to the econ- 
omy, but most dealers I talked to said 1t was a good show. I flew there Tuesday arriving at about noon 
and the Edmonton Numismatic Society had a shuttle service to the hotel. Wednesday I gave a talk on 
wooden money and showed three different slide shows, passed around some samples and gave out 
some free woods. That evening there was a RCNA President's & Edmonton Numismatic Society 
Welcome reception. Thursday the Bourse was opened, several meetings, a tour of the Royal Alberta 
Museum, with the Royal Canadian mint Reception in the evening. Friday I attended the club delegates 
breakfast meeting, did a little sight seeing, there were several meetings, a tour of old Strathcona, with 
a BBQ at Fort Edmonton Park with a tour of the fort. Saturday we did a little trading, I attended the 
Canadian Association of Token Collectors, the Canadian Tire Coupon Collectors meeting, and the 
RCNA Banquet in the evening. Sunday was our annual breakfast meeting, then a BBQ at Al Munro’s 
cabin hosted by Al and his wife Marion with 16 in attendance. Then back to the hotel and catch the 
red eye home. It was a great convention and the Edmonton Club did a excellent job as the host club. 


At the CAWMC breakfast, attended by 16 people, there were 20 woods placed at each table setting, 
not all were RCNA related, but most were. All Convention woods were shown on the previous pages. 
As has been the case at the last few CNA conventions, now the RCNA, Dave Gillespie had 20 of a 
special wood issue, painted by his wife Carolyn, as a fund raiser and they were sold for $10.00 each, 
with the money going to CAWMC there are a few left for sale. There were some special woods auc- 
tioned off, but the rest of the woods for the auction were held back and will be listed in Timber Talk 
for a mail bid auction. Next year we will try to get the Saturday for our annual breakfast meeting and 
also room for a swap meeting at the 2010 convention in Saint John NB.

The Middletown area Historical Society held it’s 34th annual Middletown Fair, formerly the Colo- 
nial Craft Fair, at Hoffer Park in Middletown on June 13-14, 2009. the theme for this years woods 1s the 
Middletown's disasters. The first wood shows the cooling towers at Three Mile Island commemorating 
the 30th anniversary of the nuclear meltdown in 1979. The second wood shows a P-38 fighter from Olm- 
sted Air Force base that crashed into the home of Dr. Oliver Swarts, Sr. in midtown Middletown in 1942. 
Both of these woods are blue in colour and can be ordered from the Middletown Historical Society at 
P.O Box 248, Middletown, PA. 17057. The cost is $1.00 per set plus a SASE or sufficient postage.
